Her message to the attendees was blunt 
and to the point, urging them to do more to 
stop the war. 

“Look in your hearts and suck it up,” 
said Sheehan. “Please don’t be offended 
when I ask you to do more ... to stem the 
tide of creeping American imperialism.” 

She asked those in the audience who 
had marched on Washington, D.C., to raise 
their hands. Only a few raised their hands 
with Sheehan. When she asked how many 
knew anyone in Iraq, American or Iraqi, the 
vocal crowd responded with many raised 
hands. ® 

The expo featured more than 70 
organizations and several UNO groups, 
sponsoring a message of peace and civic 
engagement. This year’s theme, “Bringing

Finalists announced, campus visits scheduled in chancellor search

UNO will likely have a permanent 
chancellor named by the end of May, 
and the university is on track for having 
the new chancellor take office by the 
start of the fall semester. 

Four finalists were announced last 
Thursday afternoon. Starting yesterday, 
the candidates will make campus 
visits that include a tour, a news conference, a public 
forum and meetings with students, faculty, staff and senior 
administrators, including NU President James B. Milliken. 

The four candidates are John E. Christensen, Allen A. 
Mori, John H. Frederick and Wilson G. Bradshaw. 

Christensen, the current interim chancellor of UNO, 


John Christensen 


has been a faculty member and administrator at UNO since 
1978. He has served as the chair of the Special Education and 
Communication Disorders Department, dean of the College 
of Education as well as vice chancellor of academic and 
student affairs. He holds a doctorate in speech pathology 
and audiology from the University of Kansas. 

Mori is the provost and vice president for academic 
affairs at California State University, Dominguez Hills. 
He has served as the dean of the Charter College of 
Education at California State University, Los Angeles. He 
holds a doctorate in special education from the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

Frederick is the executive vice president and provost of 
the University of Nevada, Reno. He has served as a professor 
of chemistry as well as the director of the chemical physics 
doctoral program and chair of the Department of Chemistry. 
He holds a doctorate in chemistry from Harvard. 


Bradshaw is the president of Metropolitan State 
University in St. Paul, Minn., where he also is a professor of 
psychology. He has served as provost and vice president for 
academic affairs at Bloomsburg University of Pennsylvania, 
vice president and dean of for graduate students and 
research at Georgia Southern University as well as dean 
of graduate students at Florida Atlantic University. He 
holds a doctorate in psychobiology from the University of 
Pittsburgh. 

“The committee faced a challenging task selecting 
finalists from this outstanding group,” said Shelton 
Hendricks, the chair of the search committee and dean of 
the College of Arts and Sciences, in a statement. “I was very 
pleased with the quality of applicants for the position of 
chancellor at UNO.”

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No respect? No problem: On the job with a student parking specialist

Consider yourself lucky if you’ve never received 
a ticket from one of UNO’s orange-vested parking 
specialists. And if you have happened to have caught one 
of them writing the ticket, your reaction probably wasn’t 
a smile and wave. 

Kristina, a parking specialist and junior at UNO, who 
asked to have her last name withheld, said that in the two 
semesters at her job she’s been spit on, given the middle 
finger, yelled at and just about everything short of being 
physically assaulted. 

“You get very passive-aggressive types of anger,” she 
said. 

Paul Kosel, assistant manager of Campus Security, 
said that kind of reaction is just part of the job. Anyone 
who becomes a parking specialist, he said, needs to 
understand the problems the job can present. 

“You're going to have to be self-motivated,” he said. 
“We want you to patrol the center part of campus all day 
long, write tickets and just make yourself available.” 

And while that often means making themselves 
available to the wrath of annoyed drivers, parking 
specialists at UNO have to deal with other uncontrollable 
factors. 

“When it’s rainy and colder than snot out there, then 
you're out there freezing your tail off,” Kosel said. “That's 
something you're going to be asked to do.” 

Like many on-campus jobs, the role of .a parking 
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specialist is filled by at least 
one student per semester. 
With the bulk of the job 
consisting of handing out 
tickets, it may be hard to 
understand why a student 
would want to take on a job 
with so many drawbacks. 
That is, until you realize 
that there’s much more 
to Kristina’s job than just 
handing out parking 
tickets. 

“Sometimes different 
organizations ask to reserve 
stalls for an event,” she said. 
“I remember this elderly 
couple being like, “Thank 
you so much. If we didn’t 
have this here, my wife 
wouldn’t be able to walk 
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Up ” the building,’ That's Parking tickets may be annoying, but according to a 2005 Gateway article, the fees help maintain 
nice. the campus shuttle system, parking lots and snow removal. 


In addition to reserving 
parking lots for special events, Kristina and her fellow 
parking specialists direct traffic, issue visitors’ permits, 
answer questions for visitors and even help retrieve keys 
locked inside cars. 

While she’s often the brunt of many negative 
comments because of the tickets she hands out, Kristina 
hasn't escaped being ticketed herself. 

“Honestly, this semester, I think I actually parked my 
car in two different places where I’m like, ‘Oh, I’m going 
to move it in the morning,’” she explained, smiling. “No, 
I forgot, so I had $50 worth of tickets and I had to pay 
that.”

Track team gets down to business after extended spring break

All the UNO spring sports squads 
have had their seasons start in fits and 
jumps due to typically tempestuous 
midwestern meteorology. 

For the track and field team, 
though, an extra week of waiting may 
have proven especially difficult to 
bear. 

The Mavs, who are used to a three- 
week break between the end of the 
indoor season and the start of their 
outdoor schedule, traveled to Seward, 
Neb., this. weekend and unleashed 
their anticipation on the Concordia 
Invitational field. 

Coming off a 10th-place finish at the 
NCAA indoor meet and the first North 
Central Conference championship 
in 26 years, UNO picked up where 
they left off, claiming six titles, three 
provisional ‘qualifying times and two 
meet records:

was named coach of the year after 
the Mavs’ NCC win, said, all things 
considered, it was a great kickoff to 
the outdoor season. 

“You're kind of rusty because 


you've been laying off for a whole Wee 


month and you've been practicing but

Senior Laverne Monger led the 
Mavericks, winning the 200-meter 
dash in a stadium record 24.32 seconds 
and anchoring the dominant 4x100 
team to a 46.68 finish, also a stadium 
record.

Instantly transporting an 
audience to a dry, hot Australian 
setting isn’t easy, especially with 
recent temperatures reaching record 
lows. But on April 12, the UNO 
Theatre Department brought a little 
slice of Australian penal colony to 
the Midwest. 

Our Country’s Good, the last 
main-stage production this season, 
opened on Thursday with a preview 
showing to about 60 students and 
community members. 

The play, written by Timberlake 
Wertenbaker, is historical in nature, 
looking at the first British convicts 
sent to New South Wales, Australia 
in 1789. In order to engage the 
minds of the assorted pick pockets, 
pilferers and prostitutes, a Royal 
Marine, played by Sean Carlson, 
organizes a prison play. 

The play within a play shows 
the power of the arts. Through the 
play, each convict is humanized, 
especially by casting dual roles for 
most of the real-world actors. 

Directed by D. Scott Glasser, Our 
Country’s Good opens with a bang 
and keeps the great lighting and 
sound coming. The opening scene 
of the harrowing ocean crossing

credible acting. 

The minimal set of three tiers of 
sand works perfectly in all scenes, 
with the actors’ accents being more 
hit or miss. A dialect expert, Paul 
Meier, was brought in to assist the 
actors in preparing for their roles, 
and while a few sounded forced, most 
characters had unique and well-done 
accents. 

As a whole, the play is an 
amazing, immersive experience, with 
an especially interesting decision of 
having actors play both a convict 
and a power role, such as one of the 
military officers assigned to guard 
duty. This allowed the humanity of 
the prisoners to be examined, since 
they were not physically different

than their captors. 

The acting was generally excellent, 
with standout performances by Qadir 
Khan, both as the hangman Ketch and 
the oppressive Major Robbie Ross, and 
Dan Adams as convict John Arscott, 
but particularly as the commanding 
officer, Captain Arthur Phillip. 

The play has four shows left, April 
18-21, with all shows starting at 7:30 
p.m. in the Weber Fine Arts Building. 
There will be post-performance talk 
on April 20 with the director and 
Bill Wakefield, a criminal justice 
professor. Tickets for the show are $15 
for the public or $12 for students and 
seniors, and are available at the box 
office or by phone at 554-2335. 
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Our Country’s Good looks at humanity, offers dramatic play within play 
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conference championships, but he has 
some voids to fill on his way to a fourth.

Wouldn't it make sense to participate 
in a debate on that channel, when you've 
got as large an audience as that? It would 
make sense to me. 

It would also make more sense to 
me to predict that the first Democratic 
candidate to stand up and say, “I'm 
going to go to those debates,” will 
actually do well or better in the polls just 
by participating in that debate. 

And, here's the funny part. 
According to the aforementioned article, 
a former head of the Congressional Black 
Congress “noted that many Democratic 
presidential candidates, including 
Edwards, participated in two debates 
that the caucus put on with Fox in 
the 2004 primary process.” So, I guess 
four years can change how people see 
things.

Besides that, they will have access to a gym “for free” or, at 
least, at better rates than one gets downtown. 

For-example, the plan that goes in front of the Board of 
Regents on Friday proposes allocating $921,868 to Campus 
Recreation - that’s 17.07 percent of the total fees collected. 
Applying the 18.7 percent Fund B increase to what I paid last 
year, that means I will spend about $35 on Campus Recreation 
next semester. If I instead went to the nearby 24 Hour Fitness 
and at 7777 Cass St., according to their Web site, | would be paying 
roughly the same amount per mont ($36.99) that I spend per 
semester at HPER. That doesn’t even factor in the $128.99 


There's just one problem: I have yet to work out at HPER 
over the six full semesters, and two summer terms, that I have 
spent here at UNO. So that’s a couple hundred dollars I will never 
see again on what is, essentially, a wasted gym membership.
